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BKIEF HISTOEICAL ACCOUNT OF SHORT-HAND. 

It is interestinff to trace an art to its infancy, 
and to note the progressive improvements whiJh 
have been effected in it. Therefore a brief 
sketch of the history of short-hand writing 
may not be deemed inappropriate. 

The art of writing by signs originated among 
the Greeks, who called it arj/jLeioypcupui. Ac- 
cording to the generally received, opinion it was 
invented by Xenopjion. /Few specimens of 
greek short-hand are extiauty and; little is known 
on the subject. :- t- 

From the Greeks the knowledge of the 
art passed to the Eomans, among whom it is 
said to have been introduced by Cicero, who 
devised many characters or notae as they were 
termed. Plutarch, speaking of Cato's oration 
in the senate, remarks, " They say that this 
is the only speech of Cato which is preserved, 
and that it was owing to Cicero the consul, 



who had previously Instructed those clerks who 
surpassed the rest in quick writing in the use of 
certain signs which comprehended in their small 
and brief marks the force of many characters, and 
had placed them in different parts of the senate- 
house. For the Eomans at this time were not 
used to employ, nor did they possess what are 
called notewriters, but it was on this occasion, 
as they say, that they were first established in 
a certain form." 

The Komans called the characters notae Ti- 
ronianae (from Cicero's freedman Tiro, a great 
proficient in the art), the persons who employed 
them notarii. These notae bore no resemblance to 
our modem short-hand, in fact they were nothing 
more than extremely abbreviated forms of the 
common writing. They appear nevertheless to 
have answered the purpose for which they were 
designed, and to have been extensively studied. 
Seneca introduced many new characters and 
re-arranged the system, and thenceforward they 
were styled Notae Tironis ac Senecae. In later 
times they were regularly taught in the schools. 
Many noblemen trained slaves to the practice of 
the art, while others did not disdain to learn it 
themselves. The emperor Titus was a great 
proficient in note-writing. 



In the darkness which overwhelmed the 
world on the fall of the empire, the knowledge 
of the notae was utterly lost, though a few of 
the terminations, prefixes, &c. were retained 
and continued to be used, especially in latin 
and law french, until a comparatively recent 
period. Trithemius first brought them before 
the notice of learned men, but for a long time 
the mysterious symbols baffled every effort of 
the decypherer. The honour of unravelling the 
secret belongs to Ulric Frederick Kopp, who in 
1817 gave the public the results of his labours 
in two quarto volumes, entitled Palaeographia 
Critica : Tachygraphia Veterum e7:posita et 
illustrata. 

Though M. Kopp has succeeded in decypher- 
ing many MSS. written in characters, it is a 
matter of regret that none have proved of clas- 
sical antiquity. Most of them are psalters, 
works of the fathers, and other compositions of 
a religious nature. It is by no means impro- 
bable however that works of classical authors 
do exist concealed in these hidden signs, and 
firom this source it is that we may hope to re- 
cover a portion of the long-lost literature of the 
ancients. 

The art of short-hand writing was revived in 
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England, where it has been carried to a higher 
degree of perfection than in any other country. 
We are told that the learned Jewel, bishop of 
Salisbury, kept his commonplace books in a 
short abbreviated character.^ The first printed 
book on the subject was, *^ Character, an Arte 
of shorte, swift and secrete Writing by Charac- 
terie, invented by Timothe Bright, Doctor of 
Phisicke. Imprinted at London by J. Windet, 
the Assigne of Tim Bright, 1588. Cum privi- 
legio Kegise Majestatis. Forbidding all others 
to print the same." This system was not 
alphabetical, but consisted of a number of arbi- 
trary signs, each representing a word. Peter 
Bales in 1590 set forth a little book on the 
subject consisting like that of his predecessor 
entirely of arbitraries. 

In 1602 John WilUs pubHshed '' The Art of 
Stenographic, or Short Writing, by Spelling 
Characterie." His work is the foundation of all 
the modem systems. Instead of assigning a 
mark for each word, he gives characters to 
represent each letter of the alphabet. His 
method though clumsy is the first attempt at 
alphabetical stenography, and led the way to 
more successful attempts. All I have been

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able to discover of the inventor of this useful 
art is, that he was educated at Christ's college, 
Cambridge, where he took the degree of A.B. 
1592-3, of M.A. 1596, and of B.D. 1603. On 
12 June 1601, he was admitted to the rectory of 
S. Mary Bothaw, London, which he resigned 
in 1606 on being appointed rector' of Bentley 
parva, Essex. One John Willis occurs pre- 
bendary of Bath and Wells 20 April 1624, but 
whether it be our author I have not been able 
to ascertain.* Besides the work already men- 
tioned he published a book on local memory. 

Several authors followed in Willis's steps. 
Few improvements however were suggested 
until 1654, when Jeremiah Rich published his 
system, which became very popular and was 
practised more extensively than any which pre- 
ceded it. In 1672 a work was published by Wil- 
liam Mason, entitled *' A Pen plucked from an 
Eagle's wing : or The most swift, compendious, 
and speedy method of Short writing." This 
was a slight improvement on Rich's system. 
The author perceiving that it was by no means 
perfect laboured assiduously - to effect farther 
improvements, which he put forth in a second

edition, entitled '* Arts Advancement : or, The 
most exact, lineal, swift, short, and easy method 
of Short Writing, hitherto extant, 1682." In 
this he differed from Bich much more than 
in his first edition, but even then he was 
not satisfied. He made fresh improvements, 
and published his third work in 1707, en- 
titled *' La Plume Volante : or, the Art of Short- 
hand improved; being the most swift, short, 
and easy method of Short-hand writing yet 
extant. Composed after forty years' practice 
and improvement of the said art, by the ob- 
servation of other methods and the intent study 
of it." The work was very popular and the 
system was extensively used. Mr. Thomas 
Gumey issued a republication of it in 1753, 
since which time the system has usually been 
termed * Gumey's.' Soon afterwards Mr. Gur- 
ney was appointed short-hand writer to the 
houses of parliament, a situation which has 
been retained by members of his family up to 
the present time 

From this period works on short-hand fol- 
lowed each other in rapid succession. I subjoin 
a list of the authors' names, with the dates 
of the first editions. Those who are desirous of 
more minute particulars respecting the history 



of the art, will find it in/* An Historical Account 
of the rise and progress of Short-hand, by James 
Henry Lewis," Lond. 8vo. 1816, and a series 
of papers in the Phonotypic Journal for 1844 
and 1847, which were afterwards published in 
a small lithographed volume entitled *^ A History 
of Short-hand, by Isaac Pitman. Written in 
Phonography." Lond. 12mo. 1852.

Of all these systems only seven were ever 
extensively used, namely, those of Bich, Mason, 
Byrom, Taylor, Mavor, Lewis, and Pitman. 
I prefer Mason's for the following reasons. 

1. Because initial vowels are represented by 
proper alphabetical characters. In other systems 
they are expressed by dots, which are less 
legible than letters and not so quickly written, 
for at the termination of a word it is necessary 
to draw the pen back, in order to place the dot 
in its proper position. 

2. Because medial vowels are denoted by the 

position of the succeeding consonant. Mason 

took this hint from Bich, who has five places, 

as follows —

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This arrangement, thougli at first sight it 
may appear more explicit than that of three 
positions, will on a closer examination be fomid 
productive of much confusion, since there is 
nothing to indicate the letter which begins 
a word. In consequence of this defect such 
words as hack and cub^ take and cut^ are written 
precisely in the same manner. But Mason's 
method causes no such ambiffuity, the second 
consonant being always written o^ the right- 
hand side of the first. The other systems use 
points to represent all vowels. 

3. Because no looped characters are intro- 
duced into the alphabet, with the single excep- 
tion of q. Looped letters retard speed, and 
constitute one of the chief defects in the systems 
of Byrom, Taylor, and Mavor. 

4. Because letters are not made to represent 
others by a variation in thickness or length. 
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THE UTILITY OF SHORT-HAND. 

The advantages arising from an acquaintance 
with short-hand are obvious. Every one who 
has occasion to make frequent use of the pen, 
either in transcribing or original composition, 
will save much time and labour by writing 
short-hand. It may be mentioned that Dis, 
Chalmers always availed himself of this art in 
drafting his compositions. 

To clergymen who are accustomed to read 
their sermons from notes, short-hand will prove 
of great value. The following extract from the 
life of archbishop Sharpe will illustrate this. 

" It must be confessed indeed that his know- 
ledge of the art of short-hand contributed not 
a little to the acceptableness of his delivery; for 
he so disposed his characters as to take in a 
whole sentence, or as much as could be dis- 
tinctly pronounced in the same breath, with one 
transient glance of the eye, and so disposed those 
sentences distinctly under each other as to be 
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able when he had taken his eye off without any 
diflSculty to recover the place where it had left 
the page ; and so expert was he at this that he 
has been sometimes thought to have preached by 
heart or to make little or no use of his notes, 
which gave him all the outward advantages of 
extempore preaching without subjecting himself 
or his audience to any of its disadvantages. 
For hereby he was at liberty to execute what- 
ever is usually thought graceful and ornamental 
in the pulpit either with respect to the mien, 
posture or movements; which advantage is in 
great measure lost by &nj person who is bound 
perpetually to attend to his notes; and which is not 
often found well improved by any person who has 
matter to consider rather than his manner, and 
is bound to watch more over his words than his 
behaviour, and who through the entire disuse 
of notes wants even those seasonable restraints 
which they will give to redundancy of action 
and perhaps in some cases to extravagances of 
gesture/ A similar remark is made by a writer 
in the British Quarterly Eeview, xxv. 485, in 
an article on Oratory: *'In the case of Dr. 
Chalmers it is worth remarking that the manu-

script from which he read was always or nearly 
always in short-hand. This permitted him, as 
it seemed, to take in a large number of words 
per glance as his eye crossed the paper, and so 
to have a larger proportion of his attention free 
for the aspect of his audience. Indeed, unless 
one was near him to observe the fact, it was 
difficult to know that he was reading." 

In keeping diaries and private memoranda, 
the use of this character, which at present un- 
fortunately serves as a secret cypher, will suc- 
cessfully elude the vigilance of prying curiosity. 
Pepys wrote his amusing diary in Eich's short- 
hand, and it is probable that many interesting 
anecdotes would not have been recorded if he 
had been obliged to set them down in the tedious 
ordinary hand-writing. John Byrom, the poet 
and inventor of a system which bears his name, 
kept an amusing short-hand journal, which has 
lately been published by the Chetham society. 
Sir Symonds D'Ewes also kept his journal in 
characters. A MS. memorandum, in a copy of 
*^ Notes of Domestic and Foreign Affairs during 
the last years of the reign of George I. and the 
early part of the reign of George 11.," states 
that *' these Notes constituted the private diary 
of Lord Chancellor King. They were written 
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in Bich's short-hand, and transcribed from the 
original by me, Thomas Eees." 

Stenography will enable a person to avail 
himself of the aid of an amanuensis with great 
advantage. Professor Agassiz derives great 
benefit in this manner from stenography. He 
says it has enabled him to do more in one year 
than he could have done in three years without 
it ; and that he finds the facilities which it affords 
to him, to exceed very much the power of the 
human mind for work — ^for intellectual effort/ 

The most useful application of the art how- 
ever is to the taking down of speeches, trials, 
sermons, &c. For this purpose it is extensively 
practised in the committee-rooms of the houses 
of parliament, where the evidence is taken 
verbatim from the lips of the witnesses and 
afterwards printed. Newspapers also give em- 
ployment to large numbers of stenographers.^ 
The principal of these are the reporters of the 
parliamentary debates. These *' gentlemen of 
^ the gallery," as they are termed, have gene- 
rally received a liberal education, and many 
of them are possessed of considerable literary 
talent. Lord Campbell, Mr. Charles Dickens, 
and Mr. John Payne Collier commenced their

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careers in this capacitj. Mr. Shiel, in his speech 
on the Income-tax March 1845, remarked, 
" There are many in that gallery of liberal edu- 
cation and of minds embellished with every 
literary attainment, who, by great labour, by 
great wear and tear of body and mind, acquire 
an income which falls within the range of the 
tax, although it is far from being commensurate 
with the ability or usefulness of the class Jo 
which some of the first men in England hare be* 
longed." Formerly one reporter took notes of the 
whole of a debate, but Mr. Perry, editor of the 
Morning Chronicle, introduced the custom of 
having a relay to succeed each other at certain 
intervals. About sixteen are now employed for 
each newspaper. The period during which 
each remains on duty is called his turn. These 
turns are of different lengths at different periods 
of the evening. Up to eleven o'clock they are 
either half-hours or three-quarters. After that 
hour they are generally either quarter hours or 
twenty minutes. A ftill three-quarters' turn 
amounts, with the majority of speakers, to 
somewhat more than two columns of close type, 
the transcription of which is seldom accom- 
plished under four hours of severe labour.*

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The courts of law are regularly attended by 
short-hand writers, some of whom travel the 
circuits with the judges. To members of the 
legal profession a knowledge of the art is of 
especial importance. Mr. Dunning, afterwards 
lord Ashburton, strongly recommended its use 
to the legal student, and lord Abinger once 
stated from the bench that during a long pro- 
fessional Kfe he had derived the greatest assist- 
ance from short-hand notes, and had found that, 
though occasionally disfigured by errors, they 
were such as a practised eye could readily de- 
tect.* Mr. Samuel Warren says, *' Short-hand 
is a valuable accomplishment, one which I have 
often seen confer such advantages on its pos- 
sessor, as have made me vow many times that 
I would acquire the art myself. It enables you 
to take out your pencil at a moment's notice, 
and note down verbatim words perhaps of in- 
finite importance, and of which it may hereafter 
prove of great service to yourself and your 
clients to have an accurate record* So many 
instances of the truth of these remarks must be

gl^it be insde if any one took the trouble to 
jl^jpher the various stenographic MSS. in pab- 
Ho •nd prirate libraries. Pepys's Diary and 
na|Oili*s Journal have been already mentioned, 
flip Bov. Meryyn Archdall was led to publish 
^ P0W edition of the Peerage of Ireland by the 
f/ffi&ty with which his wife could read Mr. 
j^pdge'f short-hand notes. Sir Heiuy Cayen- 
^^ took copious notes by Gumey's method of 
ilia debates in what has been termed the unre- 
y^^ parliament, from 10th May 1768 to 13th 
J0» 1774. The manuscripts, consisting of 
Mr-eight volumes, are now in the Egerton 
collection, Nos. 215—262 in the Brit. Mus. 
j^ of them have been printed. Many of 
jashworth's valuable collections consist of re- 
pots, trials, &c. taken in characters. 

If only one system of short-hand were prac- 
fiied, the usefulness of the art would be greatly 
gi^lended. In a short time it would to a great

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extent supersede the common hand in private 
correspondence. Printers might learn it and so 
both themselves and the author would receive 
immense benefit, the one from the saving of 
time in writing his compositions, the other from 
the ease with which copy could be decyphered, 
since most manuscript sent to a printer's is 
much more difficult to decypher than neatly 
written short-hand. Mr. John Payne Collier, 
the learned editor of Shakspere, thus speaks of 
the benefit which would accrue to authors if 
printers understood stenography, and of the 
general utility of the art. He says, " My father 
taught me at an early age the use of abbreviated 
characters, and I hardly know any species of 
instniction that in after-life has stood me in 
greater stead. It has, it is true, made ordinary 
writing more wearisome; but inasmuch as we 
have not yet arrived at the period when people 
will be sensible of the absurdity of persevering 
in the present dilatory and complicated method, 
I have been obliged to conform to the established 
practice. If printers could have decyphered my 
marks and symbols, as they really might have 
done (as I learned them) by a very brief study, 
I should have been spared an infinity of labour 
in my time. Among other things I should 
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have had to do little more than hand over to an 
intelligent compositor my notes of Coleridge's 
lectures with some obvious corrections, instead 
of having had to write out the whole of them by 
a tedious and irksome process. Knowing the 
great advantage of short-hand, I say this not at 
all as a matter of complaint, or even of regret, 
but with a view to induce fathers of families to 
have their children taught stenography with as 
much aUigence as they axe now instructed in 
any other branch of learning. Only let us agree 
upon a system — ^let the simplest and the clearest 
be ascertained and preferred — and we may soon 
mate this mode of recording thoughts or opin- 
ions in some sort compete with the rapidity of 
railroads and almost with the lightning of the 
telegraph."^ 

I submit that the clearest and most simple 
is Mason's, which I have endeavoured to explain 
as plainly and as briefly as possible.

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terred from commencing the study of the art 
because they fancy it is extremely difficult of 
attainment. This idea is altogether erroneous, 
for as Mr. Collier justly observes, it may be 
acquired by a very brief study. In a week 
a person may learn enough of it to enable him 
to make memoranda and extracts from books, 
and to use it for all purposes not requiring 
extraordinary speed. Such perfection indeed is 
not to be arrived at without much practice. No 
system of short-hand will in itself enable a per- 
son to take down verbatim a speech or a sermon. 
It can only be effected by continual practice 
and great manual dexterity, for the average 
number of words uttered by an orator is 120 
per minute, or two words a second. Others 
pronounce 180 words a minute, and some 
even more.* But even the power of making 
verbatim reports may by continual practice be 
acquired in a few months. Mr. Dickens has 
somewhat exaggerated the difficulties in the 
way of the learner, in the following passage 
which I transcribe for the amusement of the 
reader : — " I bought an approved scheme of the 
noble art and mystery of stenography (which

oIlM^ges that were rung upon dots which in 
auoh a position meant such a thing, and in such 
another position something else entirely dif- 
ferent ; the wonderfal vagaries that were played 
by circles ; the unaccountable consequences that 
resulted from marks like flies' legs; the tre- 
mendous efiects of a curve in a wrong place ; 
not only troubled my waking hours but re- 
appeared before me in my sleep. When I had 
groped my way blindly through these difficulties 
and had mastered the alphabet, which was an 
Egyptian temple in itself, there then appeared 
a procession of new horrors called arbitrary cha- 
racters ; the most despotic characters I have ever 
known ; who insisted for instance that a thing 
like the beginning of a cobweb meant expectation^ 
and that a pen-and-ink sky-rocket stood for dis- 
advantageous} When I had fixed these wretches 
in my mind, I found that they had driven every- 
thing else out of it; then beginning again I forgot 
them ; while I was picking them up I forgot the 
other fragments of the system ; in short it was

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almost heart-breaking. * * * Every scratch 
in the scheme was a gnarled oak of difficulty, 
and I went on cutting them down one after 
another with such vigour that in three or four 
months I was in a condition to make an ex- 
periment on one of our crack speakers in the 
house of commons. Shall I ever forget how 
the crack speaker walked off from me before 
I began^ and left my imbecile pencil staggering 
about the paper as if it were in a fit ? 

" This would not do it was clear. I was 
flying too high and should never get on, so 
I resorted to Traddles for advice, who suggested 
that he should dictate speeches to me at a pace, 
and with occasional stoppages adapted to my 
weakness. Very grateful for this friendly aid 
I accepted the proposal, and night after night 
almost every night for a long time we had a 
sort of private parliament in Buckingham-street 
after I came home from the Doctor's. * * * 
I have tamed that stenographic mystery. I 
make a respectable income by it. I am in high 
repute for my accomplishment in all pertaining 
to the art, and am joined with eleven others in 
reporting the debates in parliament for a morn- 
ing newspaper. Night after night I record pre- 
dictions that never come to pass, professions 
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that are never fdlfilled, explanations that are 
only meant to mystify. I wallow in words. 
Britannia, that unfortunate female, is always 
before me like a trussed fowl : skewered through 
and through with office pens, and bound hand 
and foot with red tape. I am sufficiently be- 
hind the scenes to know the worth of political 
life. I am quite an infidel about it and shall 
never be converted."^

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PRELIMINARY OBSERVATIONS. 

The chief object of stenography is expedition. 
This is effected by the substitution of simple 
signs for the ordinary letters, by the omission of 
unnecessary consonants and vowels, and by the 
use of contractions and abbreviations. 

There are but nine simple signs. In our 
system they represent the letters c, rf, Z, w, n^jp, 
r, s, t. The character for r is ingeniously con- 
trived to represent two other letters. It is 
obvious that the rest of the alphabet must 
be formed of compound signs. 

Some authors have employed strokes of 
three degrees of inclination, at 70, 45 and 20 
degrees respectively. It may be safely asserted 
that such characters, however distinct they may 
appear on an engraved plate, could never be 
denoted in practice with any tolerable precision. 

Others multiply signs by varying their thick- 
ness and length, a contrivance not introduced 
into this system.

have had to do little more than hand over to an 
intelligent compositor my notes of Coleridge's 
lectures with some obvious corrections, instead 
of having had to write out the whole of them by 
a tedious and irksome process. Knowing the 
great advantage of short-hand, I say this not at 
all as a matter of complaint, or even of regret, 
but with a view to induce fathers of families to 
have their children taught stenography with as 
much diligence as they are now instructed in 
any other branch of learning. Only let us agree

We hare alreadj remarked that Towels are 
for the most part entirely omitted. This how- 
ever is not alwajs the case. It is evident that 
if consonants onlj were nsed^ as is indeed the 
case in most systems^ manj words wonld be 
confonnded with others which resemble them 
only in containing the same consonants. 

The insertion of one vowel will render the 
majority of words sufficiently precise, but that 
vowel must be selected which is most distinctly 
sounded and on which the stress of the voice is 
laid.

Write no vowels in short words of frequent 
occurrence ; less common words, however, con- 
taining the same consonants, require their in- 
sertion.

It frequently happens that where two vowels 
meet together and form two syllables, only the 
most prominent sound is expressed. Thus 
created may be spelt crated.

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In a diary or an account book, the days of 
the week may be conveniently and neatly de- 
noted by the signs of the planets, which are 
occasionally applied to this purpose in ancient 
charters and documents. They are as follows : 

Dies Soils. Sunday. 

D Dies Lunae. Monday. 

$ Dies Martis. Tuesday. 

^ Dies Mercurii. Wednesday. 

If. Dies Jovis. Thursday. 

? Dies Veneris. Friday. 

^ Dies Sabbati. Saturday. 

The reader must be apprised that the above 
do not fom a part of this system of short-hand, 
nor should they be generally used. I insert 
them here in the hope that they will be found 
usefiil in a stenographic diary to point out the 
commencement of each daily entry. 

In taking down a speech, a trial, or a ser- 
mon, the short-hand writer wiU be materially 
assisted by the use of arbitrary characters de- 
vised for that particular occasion. The names 
of the plaintiff and defendant in a cause, for ex- 
ample, may be denoted by the initial letters 
only. The Eoman capitals serve to indicate a 
variety of phrases, as E. C, Eoman Catholic ; 
G. N. E., Great Northern Eailway ; P. 0., Post 
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OflSce; L. J. E., Lord John Bussell. These 
are merely given as examples, the practitioner 
may invent others as occasion requires. Unless 
great expedition is necessary, it is advisable to 
make use of no arbitraries besides those in this 
book, otherwise the advantages arising from 
uniformity will be lost. 

Byrom objects altogether to the employment 
of arbitraries, and in this he has been followed 
by some subsequent writers. But it has been 
justly remarked that if short-hand be valuable 
on account of the rapidity with which it can be 
applied to the taking down the words of a 
speaker, surely the use of arbitrary signs may 
be of the highest degree of value to represent 
technical terms of the most common occurrence. 
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ADDITIONAL METHODS OF ABBREVIATION. 

The abbreviations already described will be 
amply sufficient for every purpose to which 
short-hand is applied, except that of verbatim 
reporting. The average number of words 
uttered per minute by an orator is 120, which 
can be taken down by a practised hand without 
any other contractions than those already given. 
But when a speaker exceeds that number and 
pours forth words at the rate of 180 or 200 
a minute, it is utterly impossible for the hand 
to keep pace with the tongue without additional 
helps. 

In the first place, the auxiliary verbs, the 
pronoims, and other short words which con- 
stantly occur in every species of composition 
may be joined together without taking the pen 
from the paper. Examples are given on Plate 
4. It is further to be remarked that when a 
vowel terminates a word it may firequently be 
denoted by the position of the succeeding word

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MISCELLANEOUS DIRECTIONS. 

In writing short-hand, the fore-finger should 
be placed within three-quarters of an inch from 
the point of the pen, and the end of the thumb 
opposite that of the fore-finger. Beginners 
usually slant their writing to the right : this 
should be carefully avoided. 

In this system characters are not varied by 
thickness or lengthy except ih and Wj which are 
smaller in proportion to the other letters. It 
does not matter therefore whether the writing 
be large or small, heavy or light. In quick 
writing however it is advisable to press on the 
pen as lightly as possible. 

Figures are denoted by the ordinary arable 
numerals, which ought to be rather larger than 
the other characters. The figure 1 when 
standing by itself is expressed by the short- 
hand 0. If pressed for time, use dots instead of 
cyphers, as 36... for 36000. Where the num- 
bers run very high write the words million^ 
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thousand^ &c. in short-hand, preceded by th( 
nnmbers in arabic numerals. As, 15 mtlltoi 
6 thousand and 53 for 1506053. 

Write names of places and persons in long 
hand if you have time. 

A fall stop is denoted by a long stroke fron 
right to left, struck either upwards or down- 
wards. No other stops are admitted in short 
hand, at least in reporting, but it is clear tha 
they are frequently very necessary to the correc 
understanding of a passage. In extracting 
passages from books, stops should occasionally 
be used. The comma never need be denoted 
the colon and semicolon may be written in th( 
ordinary manner with a short horizontal lin< 
between the dots. 

When you wish to erase a word, draw tw< 
lines through it. K more than one word is tc 
be expunged one line through them all will be 
sufficient. 
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THE VALUE OP TIME. 

Plate 4. 

Converse often with yourself, and neither 
lavish your time, nor suflFer others to rob you of 
it. Many of our hours are stolen from us, and 
others pass insensibly away ; but of both these 
losses, the most shameful is that which happens 
through our own neglect. If we take the 
trouble to observe, we shall find that one con- 
siderable part of our life is spent in doing evil, 
and the other in doing nothing, or in doing 
what we should not do. We do not seem to 
know the value of time, nor how precious a day 
is; nor do we consider that every moment 
brings us nearer our end. Keflect upon this, 
I entreat you, and keep a strict account of 
time. Procrastination is the most dangerous 
thing in life. Nothing is properly ours but the 
instant we breathe in, and all the rest is nothing ; 
it is the only good we possess, — ^but then it is 
fleeting, and the first comer robs us of it. Men 
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are so weak, that they think they oblige by 
giving of trifles, and yet reckon that time as 
nothing, for which the most gratefid person 
in the world can never make amends. Let us 
therefore consider time as the most valuable 
of all things : and every moment spent without 
some imprrv;ment in 4tue, or some advance- 
ment in goodness^ as the greatest sublunaiy 
loss. 
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Extract from a Speech delivered by Mr, (how 
Lord) Brov^ham in the House of Commons 
on the Orders in Council^ June IQthj 1813.

Never did we stand so high since we were 
a nation, in point of military character. We 
have it in abundance and even to spare. This 
unhappy and seemingly interminable war, lavish 
as it has been in treasure, still more profuse of 
blood, and barren of real advantage, has at least 
been equally lavish of glory : its feats have not 
merely sustained the warlike fame of the nation, 
which would have been much : they have done 
what seemed barely possible ; they have greatly 
exalted it; they have covered our arms with 
immortal renown. Then, I say, use this glory, 
use this proud height on which we now stand, 
for the purpose of peace and conciKation with 
America. Let this and its incalculable benefits 
be the advantage which we reap from the war 
in Europe ; for the fame of that war enables us 
safely to take it ; — and who, I demand, give the 
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most disgraceful counsels — ^they who tell you we 
are in military character but of yesterday — we 
have yet a name to win — ^we stand on doubtful 
ground — ^we dare not do as we list for fear 
of being thought afraid— we cannot, without 
loss of name, stoop to pacify our American 
kinsmen, — Or I who say, we are a great, 
a proud, a warlike people — ^we have fought 
everywhere and conquered wherever we fought 
—our character is eternally fixed — ^it stands too 
firm to be shaken — ^and on the faith of it we 
may do towards America, safely for our honour, 
that which we know our interests require I This 
perpetual jealousy of America! Good Grod! 
I cannot with temper ask on what it rests ! It 
drives me to a passion to think of it. Jealousy 
of America ! I should as soon think of being 
jealous of the tradesmen who supply me with 
necessaries, or the clients who entrust their 
suits to my patronage — Jealousy of America ! 
whose armies are yet at the plough, or making, 
since your policy has willed it so, awkward 
(though improving) attempts at the loom — 
whose assembled navies could not lay siege 
to an English sloop of war — ^jealousy of a power 
which k necessarily peaceful as well as weak — 
but which, if it had aU the ambition of France, 
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and her armies to back it, and all the navy of 
England to boot; nay had it the lust of con- 
quest which marks your enemy and your own 
armies, as well as navies, to gratify it, is placed 
at so vast a distance as to be perfectly harmless. 
And this is the nation of which, for our honour's 
sake, we are to cherish a perpetual jealousy, for 
the ruin of our best interests ! 

I trust that no such phantom of the brain 
will scare us from the path of our duty. The 
advice which I tender is not the same which 
has at all times been oflFered to this country. 
There is one memorable era in our history 
when other uses were made of our triumphs 
from those which I recommend. By the treaty 
of Utrecht, which the execrations of ages have 
left inadequately censured, we were content to 
obtain as the whole price of Ramilies and Blen- 
heim an additional share of the accursed Slave 
Trade. I give you other counsels. I would 
have you employ the glory which you have 
won at Talavera and Corunna, in restoring 
your commerce to its lawfiil, open, honest 
course ; and rescue it from the mean and hateful 
channels in which it has lately been confined. 
And if any thoughtless boaster in America, or 
elsewhere, should vaunt, that you had yielded 
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througli fear^ I would not bid him wait until 
some new achievement of our arms put him 
to silence, but I would comisel you in silence to 
disregard him.
